Exrraornpimany AectpEntT.—On Monday 
morning last, about four o'clock, the inhabitants 
of the eastern side of Walsall were suddenly 
alarmed by an astonishingly loud crash, resem- 
bling one of those tr Jous explosions which 
accompany an earthquake. For a short time 
conjecture was at a stand as to its cause, but it 
was soon discovered, that owing to the evacua- 
tiews made on the left side of the road leading 
from that place to Litchfield, about an acre of 
ground had fallea in, to the depth of 40 feet. The 
spot in question, which belongs to Jas. Adams, 
Esq.,and another on the opposite side of the 
read, have been for many years undergoing ex- 
cavation for the purpose of obtaining limestone, 
of which large quantities have been raised; and 
from ite productiveness of this material, several 
shafts were sunk, and buildings and steam-en- 
— erected—the whole presenting, when in 
ull work, a scene of uncommon activity. The 
destruction of property is therefore great; but 
it is with sincere pleasure we learn that, notwith- 
standing the extensive and fearful nature of the 
accideut, no lives were lost. There are usually 
upwards of a hundred workmen employed night 
and day ia these mines, but owing te the dvci- 
dent providentially occurring about a couple of 
hours before they resumed their labours for the 
week, they have all escaped; nor is this all, the 
extent of this sudden engulphment ie as providen- 
tially lunited. Though surrounded by the cot- 
tages of the workmen and labourers, and some 
stand almost on the edge of the abyss, it has not 
reached one of them. The alarm of their inha- 
bitants, who thought some awful convulsion of 
nature was taking place, was of course dreadful; 
but from the denness of the calamity, their 
immediate danger was over before they ue its 
extent, The place now presents a most uncom- 
mon spectacle; the earth has fallen away close 
to the hedge on tho road side, and round the area 
of the gulph the subterranean vaults formed b 
the miners are visible; and on one side about half 
a hay stack stands on the brink of the precipice, 
the other having fallen into the immense pit. 
The singularity of such a scene has attracted 
many visitors. It may appear wonderful that 
the road, which is in a straight line at this part, 
should form the limit of the accident, when the
